THE EUROPEAN SAHARA IN BANAT 
by IRENE STRAZICICH 

The south Banat region of Vojvodina was once 
a fertile part of the Pannovian Plain, but in a 
short time vegetation was destroyed and the great 
sandy region was formed and has been called the 
"European Sahara". 

There was life on the Banat Plain before it was 
covered with sand. In the 4th century B.C. the 
Celts lived there. Then came the Romans, and 
Huns and others until the Salvs came in the 6th 
century A.D. Later came the Magyars and still 
later the Turks. Wars resulted in the destruc¬ 
tion of the forests by fire and the cutting 
of trees. Grasses took the place of the forests 
and cattle raising began. The animals in turn 
destroyed the vegetation which might have held 
the soil. 

As in the American Dust Bowl, a great hurri¬ 
cane blew sand over the whole area. The sand and 
dust piled up in the villages and even covered 
the fields. So the Sahara was born. To re¬ 
claim this land has been a great task taking a 
long time. Work began as early as 1818 but 
during the wars all work ceased. Now once again 
for the last sixty years action has been taken 
to tame the sands. The sands of Deliblatska 
have been tamed and once more vegetation is 
holding the soil. It may be said to be tamed 
but not controlled. The slightest neglect can 
disturb the delicate balance. This area is 
about 33 X 11 km. and is a lovely area again. 

Trees have been planted and grasses and shrubs 
cover much of the area. There are pine forests, 
acacia, popular, linden and walnut trees as well 
as vineyards. Bee keepers are happy when the 
trees are in blossom. They produce much honey 
each year. The forests are bringing back wild 
life, wolves, foxes, and badgers, so controlled 




hunting is allowed once again. 

The soil and weather conditions are 
good to produce wild plants of medicinal 
and aromatic value. Such plants are 
juniper, gypsophill, pheasant’s eye, mint 
estragon, sage, rue, celandine and St, 
John’s wart.

THE HAVAR SIDE OF PARADISE 
A Lavender-Scented Island off the Dalmatian 
) Coast 
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YACO member

Not too many people make the trip to The 
Promised Land and happily turn around for 
home again. But Lovrenko, a robust young 
carpenter from the Adriatic island of Hvar, 
felt he already had his Eden . . , so why 
change? 

"Marry a local girl and stay with us, " 
begged the relatives who have made good in 
California and Connecticut. He didn’t see 
what he had to gain. 

We wanted a week under the sun in a place 
that would be both far and near and whose 
natural beauty had not yet been pockmarked 
by too many others after the same thing. 

Not easy to find. We decided to chance 
on Hvar, which is part of the Dalmatian 
archipelago that stretches from Split to 
Dubrovnik, snadwiched between the islands 
of Brae ^ famous for its stone - and Korcula 
reputedly the birthplace of Marco Polo. 

It seemed off the circuit but not un¬ 
attainable. There was a regular ferry from 


Split, a two-hour ride. Several times a week, 
the coastal steamer came in from Dubrovnik, 
a six-hour cruise loaded with youthful back¬ 
packers of half-a-dozen nationalities. 

If wishes were boats, however, I’d sail in 
on a pleasure yacht. The Italians obviously 
know the way for when you come around the 
corner and into some secluded cove there 
riding at anchor is a flotilla of Italian 
yachts. Quite sensibly, for Dalmatia has the 
most beautiful coast in Europe. 

On an August, Saturday afternoon I tele¬ 
phoned a telegram from Italy to Hvar, spelling 
out the text letter by letter. 

"Well, that’s like sending a message in 
a bottle out to sea," I said. 

I should have had more faith. Along the 
caravan routes of the world, the message 
always gets through. 

At eight a.m. on Sunday, Daa Tana was 
phoning us from Jelsa to Porto Ercole. 
Belgrade-born Tana is the Amerikanski of Hvar, 
the native son who proved that fables are true. 
He is proprietor of a successful restaurant 
Hollywood. He produces films in the 
U.S. and in Yugoslavia. He is the 
spark plug of the aggressive Brentford 
Football Club in Britain. Throughout 
the year Tana shuttles between Los 
Angeles and London but summers are 
spent in the house his father built 
in Jelsa. No wonder half the town is 
calling on him for help, counsel, and 
advice.

His house is a swinging door for the friends 
from abroad. So we went. 

You smell Hvar almost before you see it. 

The island floats in a nimbus of lavender. 
Unprepared for the first whiff, you catch 
your breath in the sheer excitement of 
inhale-exhale. The perfume emanates from the 
flanks of a rocky landscape patchworked 
with clumps of lavender bushes within 
low walls of white stones. 

I am no different from any other visitor 
slightly crazed with the scent and rushed 
into a field to grab an armload of the fragrant 
stuff. Distilling the lavender has been a 
traditional source of income for the islanders. 
One hundred kilos produces three kilos of oil. 

"If you want to know what Hvar is all about. 
I’ll get Lovrenko to put on a picnic." said 
Dan. "He loves to do it. He’ll be free on 
August 15." 

"Leave it all to me," said Lovrenko. "Nema 
Froblema." 

"That’s why I like it here," the Dutch girl 
Elvira had explained. "The people have problems 
but they all act as if they didn’t." 

"Nema Froblema." Leitmotiv of the island. 

If hearing it a hundred times a day is not 
enough, you can take it home with you printed 
on a T-shirt sold on the quay where the 
steamers dock in Hvar. 

Lovrenko fetched us from the little jetty 
below Dan’s house. It was one of those days 
when Heaven decides to give mortals a treat. 

The lavender had just been harvested and the air 
was sweeter than a nosegay. The channels between 
the islands were calm as a chain of lakes and 
through the emerald waters you could have read a 
newspaper a couple of fathoms down, Lovrenko 
headed his small, well constructed boat toward a 
peninsula where a friend owned a spot of land. 
About twenty minutes later he landed us on a pine 
shaded rock.

Add sugar, x^hite w±ne and lemon rind 
and cook until apples are very soft. Let cool.,

a round oven pan with bread and set aside.

A RECORD TOURIST HARVEST 

This has not been a particularly auspicious 
year for the agriculturists, but it has on 
the other hand richly rewarded those in the 
tourist industry. Namely, it seems that this 
year is about to bring a record tourist harvest. 
Fortunately, this comes just on time in order 
to alleviate numerous troubles and to fill 
considerably exhaustied foreign currency re¬ 
sources. Everyone is therefore satisfied, but the 
most important thing is that all those numerous 


foreign tourists — our guests — are satisfied. 
After all, if they didn’t find their stay 
pleasant, they surely wouldn’t have come to 
our Coast in such a large number. 

Already the beginning of the tourist 
season suggested that it was going to be a 
rather successful one, however, further re¬ 
sults surprised even the most optimistic 
forecasters. At this moment it seems that 
the whole Europe has migrated to our Adriatic 
Coast I Almost all Yugoslav tourist agencies 
abroad reported about the increased interest 
of foreigners to spend their holidays in our 
country. This year Yugoslavia has over¬ 
shadowed the major tourist powers - Spain, 
Greece and Italy - and has become a big hit of 
the European tourism. That is obvious from 
the statistical data, namely in comparison 
with our tourist profit in Che past years, as 
well as from reports arriving from the 
Adriatic resorts. These reports always end 
with the following sentence: ’’None Vacant 
Places a All” ... In order to accomodate 
as much guests as possible, hotels’ manage¬ 
ment have often resorted to various measures, 
like renting rooms of the hotel staff, or 
even the office premises. Moreover, in¬ 
habitants of certain tourist resorts were 
openly appealed to rent even those rooms 
that otherwise were not supposed to be rented. 

The largest number of foreign tourists 
came to our Coast at the beginning of the main 
tourist season, on August 1, when the majority 
of the domestic tourists arrived to the 
Adriatic Cost as well. Although the statis¬ 
tical data were different every day, the 
official statistics of the Yugoslav Tourist 
Bureau reads the following: at the moment 
there are 1,240,000 guests spending their 
summer vacations in Yugoslavia, 700,000 of 
them are foreign guests. Most of them, 
as usual, are staying in Croatia: approxi¬ 
mately 600,000 foreigners and 200,000 domestic 
tourists. According to statistics the total 
tourist traffic in the first six months in 
our Republic is 10 per cent, and foreign 
guest traffic is 23 percent larger than last 
year in this period. Although statistics are 
not always to be trusted, this time there’s 
no reason to doubt it, because everybody can 
see with the ’’naked eye” that our holiday 
resorts are crowded more than ever.
